The Japan Socialist Party yes- 
terday told the Government it 
was “unanimously opposed” to 
the reported Government plan 
to offer compensation to former 
landowners whose land was 
bought up in the postwar farm- 
land reform program. 

The Socialist stand against 
the plan was made clear by 
Tomomi Narita, chairman of 
the party's Policy Board, in 
his meeting yesterday with 
Chief Cabinet Secretary Masa- 
yoshi Ohira. 

Narita was referring speci- 
fically to the statements -con- 
cerning the compensation plan 
made recently by some respon- 
sible Government leaders, in- 
cluding Agriculture - Forestry 
Minister Ichiro Kono. 

Narita pointed out that they 
said the Government was ready 
to make budgetary § arrange- 
ments to pay compensation to 
the former landowners whose 
property was compulsorily pur- 
chased by the Government soon 
after the war. The land was 
distributed to former tenant 
farmers in the farmland reform. 

Narita said the recent plan 
would pave the way for revival 
of the tenant farming system. 

Ohira told Narita the Govern- 
ment had no concrete plans for 
compensating the former land- 
owners, 

The Government has organiz- 
ed a special council to study the 
problem.

Cornered by Police 


Osaka Killer Shoots.- 


Self in Amagasakt 


 OSAKA—This city's biggest 
manhunt in recent years end- 
ed abruptiy early yesterday 
morning when a dangerous 
killer shot himself after being 
cornered by a strong force of 
police. 

Katsuyoshi Yoshida, 26, was 
run to earth at a boarding 
house in Ohama, Amagasaki, 
after killing two persons and 
seriously injuring another in 
his flight from the law Satur 
day night. 

Yoshida, a former pachinko 
parlor employe, had been want- 
ed for the attempted murder of 
his girl friend Aug. 20. When 
accosted by police in a pachin- 
ko parlor three days ago, the 
murderer stabbed one of the pat- 
rolmen to 4eath and grab his 
During his subsequent 
flight, he shot and killed a taxi- 
driver who refused his fare and 
seriously wounded a passerby 
who tried to obstruct his escape. 


Over a hundred policemen 
were mobilized to throw a cor- 
don around the neighborhood 
in Amagasaki where he was be- 
lieved to be hiding. 

He was discovered at a 
boarding house in Ohama 
owned by Kaichiro Shimanishi 
after Shimanishi had _ tipped 
off the police. 


Yoshida shot himself with the 
last bullet in the pistol he had 
stolen from the murdered 
policeman on seeing that escape 
was impossible. He died soon 
after being taken to Nakama 
Hospital in Amagasaki.

Finnish Pole Vaulters 


Among Best 


HELSINKI (UPI)—While the 
once famous Finnish distance 
runners are struggling to get 
back to the top, the pole vaul- 
ters are keeping - Finland's 
name on the international sports 
map. 

Finnish pole vaulters have 
made good progress during the 
iast few years and today Vf in- 
land boasts some of the leading 
vaulters in Europe. The Finns 
are expecting to do even better, 
once they get used to the new 
fiber-giass poles. 

Only the United States and 
the Soviet Union lead Finland 
on the basis of the average 10 
best performances. The US. 
was first in 1960 with amazing 
466.0 centimeters, well ahead of 
the Russians who had 447.5 cm. 
Finland was next with the aver- 
age of 435.4 cm 

This year, only halfway 
through the season, Finnish 
vaulters have begun to threat- 
en the position of the Soviet 
Union as the leading European 
vaulting nation. Their average 
has now crept to 440.1 cm. 

The prsent high standard can 
be attributed to three persons 
—Erikki Kataja, Eeles Land- 
strom and Valto Olenius. 

Kataja’s gallant fight in the 
1948 London Olympics, where 
he tnok the silver medal, was 
the kick off for the vast inter- 
est in vaulting in Finland. 

Landstrom, bronze medalist 
in Rome, has twice won the 
Eyropean championship and has 
also held the European mark 
with 457 cm. S 

Finally there is Olenius, who 
laced fifth in 1952 Helsinki 

lympics. He is now the coach 
to Finnish vauiters. 

There is only one way to top 
results, said Olenius. “That is 


in Europe 
training, and more training. 

“We have placed great stress 
on two fundamentals— speed 
and strength. These, added to 
proper technique, will give top 
results.” 

Olenius added that the Finns 
have successfully changed the 
way of placing the pole into 
the box from. the “under- 
arm-shift] to the more natural 
“over-arm-style.” 

“Wait till our vaulters get 
used to the American fiber-glass 
poles. They will add 20 centi- 
meters to their best jumps,” 
Olenius said. 

“Heights like 470 and 475 
are within the scope of the pres- 
ent Finnish jumpers, once they 


the new poles.” 

The European mark stands 
at 465 cm, shared by Janis 
Krasovskis of the Soviet Union 
and Manfred Preussger of East 
Germany. The world regord 
stands at 483 cm., achieved Ly 
America’s George Davies this 
summer. 

The more elastic fber poles 
require a totally different tech- 
nique than the steel poles com- 
monly used by the Finns. 

However, this winter the 
Finnish jumpers aim to master 
the fiberglass pole, so as to be 
at their peak for the European 
championships. next summer 
in Belgrade. 

“Look out for Risto Ankio,” 
warned Olenius at the begin- 
ning of this season.

During this period 3,155 ex- 
perts and consultants visited 
countries of South and South- 
east Asia to undertake a wide 
variety of technical tasks. 

More than 19,500 trainees 
from and within the region ac- 
quired new skills in such diver- 
sified flelds as metallurgical en- 
gineering and domestic science, 
or increased their proficiency 
in skills already acquired. 

Equipment valued at over 
£20 ranging from carpentry 
tools of isotope laboratory 
materials, was sent to the coun- 
tries of the region. 

The. council reported that the 
giving and receiving of techni- 
cal assistance between Colombo 
Plan Governments was continu- 
ing to expand, 

The number of new trainees 
rcse from 4,268 _in the previous 
year to 4,417 and that of ex- 
perts—not counting those al- 
ready in the field—from 534 
to 786. ve 

The value of equipment rose 
from below £3 million to over 
£ 5,600,00. 

This brought the total expen- 
diture on Colombo Plan techni- 
cal cooperation during the year 
to about £ 20,200,000 compared 
with £16,860,000 in 1959-60.

Sixteen years ago, the repre- 
sentatives of 50 countries, shar- 
ing both the memory of the bit- 
ter ordeal of world war and the 
resolve to prevent its recur- 
rence, drew up a code of con- 
duct for nations by which war 
would be outlawed, ace pre- 
served and a better life ensured 
for all peoples. 

This code was the United Na- 
tions Charter. It came into 
force on Oct. 24, 1945; and now 
each year the anniversary of 
that event is celebrated through- 
out the world as United Na- 
tions Day. 

Many changes have swept the 
world since the Charter was 
signed. One of the biggest has 
been the rising surge of na- 
tional consciousness that 
brought independence to many 
countries. As new sovereign 
states they joined the United 
Nations, broadening its charac- 
ter and adding to its moral 
strength and collective wisdom. 
Last vear alone, 17 new coun- 
tries—16 of them African—were 
admitted to the United Nations 
and one was added this year to 
bring’ its membership to 100 
countries. Other emerging 
states are on the threshold of 
membership. 

Part of Int'l Life 

There have been other 
changes too, such as an ex- 
plosive increase in world pop- 
ulation, and the revolutionary 
advances in science that have 
brought mastery of the atom 
and extended man’s reach to 
the bounds of outer space. 

These and other less dramatic 
changes have all had an impact 
on the United Nations, for the 
organization itself is a reflec- 
tion and a part of international 
life. It has had to adapt itself 
to changes, for they have en- 
larged its scope and in many 
cases have brought new §re- 
sponsibilities. 

Through the vears, the United 
Nations has gained experience. 
Its methods of international co- 
operation have been usefully ap- 
plied to all kinds of problems. 
It has localized and controlled 
inflammable situations; it has 
halted aggression. Its humani- 
tarian programs have eased the 
plight of refugees and saved 
millions of children from dis- 
ease and hunger. It has devised 
and operated a two-way system 
of mutual aid between develop- 
ed and underdeveloped regions. 
On. its own, or through its re- 
lated agencies, it has played the 
part of international policeman, 
economist, scientist, jurigt, doc- 
tor, social worker, banker and 
many other roles.

Fi- 
nancial contributions from mem- 
ber states, channelled through 
the United Nations, made pos- 
sible a wide range of essential 
civilian assistance. The action 
of the United Nations has 
throughout been governed by 
the principles of the Charter 
and the mandate conferred by 
resolutions of the Security 
Council and the General Assem-

bly. Its sole aim has been to 
enable the Congolese people to 
decide and run their own affairs. 
In all the problems that it 
has been called upon to handle 
in recent years, the organiza- 
tion has had to recognize and 
cope with the reality of a world 
situation in which the major 
powers are divided. But, in a 
world split by opposing ideolo- 
gies there is more, not less, 
need for the United Nations. 


Bridge Between Groups 


With its opportunities for 
continuous diplomatic contact 
as well as for public debate, 
with the important moderating 
influence that the smaller and 
uncommitted nations can exert 
within the United Nations 
framework on discussions and 
decisions, and representing as 
it does the collective commu- 
nity of nations, the United Na- 
tions offers a bridge between 
opposing power groups.

Rice for Hungry Chinese 


To the Editor: 

A few days ago, I read a let- 
ter in your paper stating about 
the present condition of overseas 
Chinese in Cuba written by a 
visiting overseas Chinese from 
Brazil.

However, here is an actual 
case. A friend of mine who is 
a resident of Pnompenh in 
Cambodia received in April a 
Jetter for rice through the com- 
modity remittance program from 
his relative on the mainiand. 
There are commodity. remittance 
dealers in Pnompenh to facili- 
tate the cash-for-food transac- 
tion. My friend went to this 
dealer with cash for 100 kilos ot 
rice to be delivered to his hun- 
gry relative.

When Yamato-takeruno-miko- 
to was dispatched by Emperor 
Keiko to subjugate hostile tribes 
in the mountains of Yamato, his 
forces had to advance through 
dense forests cutting down trees 
that obstructed their way. One 
of his men broke a branch and 
there appeared a sticky and 
milky juice. This juice came to 
be applied on wooden and other 
wares. The value of urushi was 


immediately appreciated and 
urushibe or lacquer workers 
appeared. 


Soon plain turned wooden 
bowls used for holding food 
came to be covered with 
lacquer. In the Nara period of 
the 7th centwry, the art of lac- 
quer work developed highly. 
With the mixture of oil and 
pigments, various colors were 
produced, and not only tabie 
ware but also boxes, ornaments 
and other things came to be 
beautifully lacquered. Such art- 
istic lacquer products of the 
period are still preserved at the 
Horyuji and Shoso-in. 

At the same time, Chinese 
lacquerware was also. intro 
duced and served to improve the 
Japanese technique. In_ the 
Tokugawa Era, beginning in the 
17th century, lacquerware came 
to be popularly used. Many dis- 
tricts started producing their 
particular types of lacquerware. 
The lacquer industry became so 
important that the Tokugawa 
shogunate set up an urushi- 
bugvo or lacquer administrator. 

Lacquer has the excellent 
qualities of beautiful luster, re- 
sistance to moisture and acid, 
and producing a hard surface. 
Urushi juice is milky white 
when obtained by making cuts 
on the tree, but becomes bjack 
as it is stirred and hardened in 
moisture at a certain tempera- 
ture. Thus in the old days, lac- 
quer juice was treated in a bath 
tub. 

The female urushi trees bear 
little berries from which a wax 
which was also véry widely 
used was formerly obtained.

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Power Politics 
HONGKONG (UPI) — The 
China Mail said the Soviet 


Union had “largely paralyzed” 
the U.N. Security Council and 
argued the West to stand up 
and face the threat immediate- 
ly. 

“It must be clear to the in- 
telligent reader that time and 
time again, the Security Coun- 
cil has been paralyzed by its 
very fear of conflict, just as was 
the League of Nations of ear- 


lier and alarming years,” the 
paper said. 
Now this generation has 


stained the fair name of free- 
dom. Perhaps the most ghast- 
ly example was when Hungary 
was overrun, and its youthful 
freedom fighters were slaugh- 
tered by Russian tanks in the 
streets of Budapest. 
“Dictators have arisen, not- 
ably in the Middle East, and the 
Alhes have fallen out among 
themselves rather than face the 
real issue, that power politics 
were on the march again.” 


‘U.N. Direction 


NEW YORK (AP)—The New 
York Times said a new secre- 
tary general for the United Na- 
tions “must have, subject to the 
constitutional direction of the 
Security Council and the Gene- 
ral Assembly, the power to act, 
to propose action and to or- 
ganize action without being 
robbled by advisers and assis- 
tants acting on someone else's 
instructions.” 


It said the United States and 
ite allies had had no objection 
to the recruiting of a U.N. staff 
on “as wide a geographical ba- 
Sif as possible,” as stipulated in 
the -U.N. Charter. “What they 
have objected to is the attempt 
of the Russians to make use of 
the tragedy of Dag Hammarsk- 
jold’s death to turh the entire 
U.N, staff, from the secretary 
down, into political agents of 
the respective countries from 
which they come. 

“What we must have, if the 
United Nations is to survive is 
ar nonpolitical. nonpartisan or- 
ganization at the top as human 
beings can make it, subject to 
no single nation’s direction and 
subservient to no single na- 
tion’s ambition.” 


Japan and Burma 


HONGKONG (Kvyodo-Reuter) 
—Japan could afford to be 
generous in its economic deal- 


ings with Burma, the Far 
Eastern Economic Review 
said, 


Commenting on Prime Min- 
ister .Ikeda’s forthcoming “sor- 
tie” into Thailand, Burma, 
India and Pakistan, the publica- 
tion said Burma needed money 
if she was ever to develop ex- 
ports other than rice. 


Thailand's exports were only 
about two-thirds of what she 
imported from Japan and 
Burma was in an even more 
acute position. 


In addition, the Burmese 
felt they had been unjustly 
treated .over the question of 
reparations, and so far, the 
Japanese had shown themselves 


reluctant to renegotiate the 
1955 agreement. 
“Japan's prosperity.” the 


Review continued, “is so much 
linked to that of her markets, 
that any attempt to increase 
wealth at home in the long 
run can only be achieved by 
fostering it abroad. Here is a 
specific case where Japan 
could, with justice and profit, 
be generous.” 


In all the fands he would 
visit on his tour, Mr. Ikeda 
would come as a representative 
of a highliy-developed and pro- 
sperous nation, the Review 
commented. ~ 


Having committed himself to 
doubling Japan’s national in- 
come in 10 years, he would 
have to increase exports, and 
one of the biggest opportunities 
for doing so was in Asia. 


For trade to continue in a 
healthy state, Asian countries 
must be able to afford to buy, 
either on credit or for cash, 
wheatever Japan had to sell,

NEW YORK (Kyodo-Reuter)

open if Chinese leader Mao Tse- 
tung decided to back Albania 
in its split with the Soviet Un- 
ion, the New York Times De- 
clared.

of the Albanian Com- 
munist Party, the paper said: 
“Not since the Cominform’s 
1948 and 1949 denunciations of 
Yugoslavia has there been ariy 
parallel for Premier Khrush- 
chev's treatment of tiny Com- 
munist Albania. 


“In effect the Poviet leader 
has read the present Albanian 
Communist leadership out of 
the Soviet bloc and in effect, too, 
Premier Khrushchev has asked 
the Albanian Communist Par- 
ty to throw out its present 
leaders. 


“Whatever repercussions this 
has in Albania the immediate 
problem is posed before Com- 
mufhist China. The alliance be- 
tween Peiping and Tirana has 
been plain these past several 
years and Communist China 
has in recent months even div- 
erted from its own ports to 
Albania some of the badly need- 
ed grain Peiping has bought 
abroad. Now Peiping must de- 
cide whether it will go along 
with Moscow or defy Khrush- 
chev and support the Albanian 
Stalinists. 


“Given Communist China’s 
present economic difficulties 
and economic dependence upon 
the Soviet Union it seems at 
first sight almost  inecredibie 
that Peiping -should choose to 
defend Tirana against Moscow. 
But after the Khrushchev at- 
tack Peiping’s news agency dis- 
tributed a speech putting stress 
upon the “unbreakable” Chi- 
nese-Albanian friendship which 
“no force can destroy.” At the 
least this would indicate that 
there are some in Peiping who 
would defy Moscow on this is- 
sue. And if that should finally 
be Mao Tse-tung’s decision a 
new chapter in the history of 
world communism may have 
been opened with incalculable 
consequences.” 


Kennedy and Red China 


NEW YORK (UPI)—The 
Scripps-Howard newspapers eX- 
pressed hope that President 
Kennedy’s statement last Thurs- 
day opposing Communist Chi- 
na’s United Nations admission 
would silence for a while “some 
of our panting appeasers and 
apologists for Red China.” 

“The President's announce- 
ment that there is no change in 
our firm opposition to admit- 
ting Red China to membership 
in the United Nations or any of 
its components should clear the 
air. But it doubtless won't so 
long as some of our softheads 
refuse to recognize that the 
Communist Chinese are still at 
war with the United Nations 
and only technically observing 
an uneasy armistice in Korea,” 
it said. 


“Giving the Red Chinese a 
seat in the U.N. would be on a 
par with passing out deputy 
badges to a gang of robbers and 
murderers and enrolling them 
into full membership in the 
sheriff's posse.” 


South Vietnam 


BOSTON (UPI)—The Chris- 
tian Science Moniter said the 
secret to winning the war in 
South Vietnam was through 
its people. 

“Gen. Maxwell Taylor is try- 
ing to find out how to win the 
war ... without using Ameri- 
can troops,’, it said. 


“President Diem ought to be 
urged to consider a coalition 
pact with his democratic op- 
position. A _ political truce in 
which all articulate leaders Who 
believe in a free future. for 
South Vietnam would go out to 
the threatened villages to sell 
the idea of participation in sav- 
ing the nation. 


“If the men who till the land 
can be convinced that they have 
a stake in winning the war, 
such a political effort would be 
worth more than many battal- 
ions of American troops.” 


Japan-ROK Talks 


SEOUL (AP) — Commenting 
on the justopened Korea-Japan 
normalization talks, the Korea 
Times said “despite the high- 
pitched eagerness for early rap- 
port on the part of both coun- 
tries, the final leg of the course 
appears more rugged than ever 
with its complicated hurdles.” 


The paper said a “now or 
never” feeling prevailed over 
the conference table after a de- 
cade of futile negotiations, and 
“so it is time for the work to 
be done provided both sides 
get down to it with seriousness 
and sincerity.” 


It said two major - pending 
questions before the conferees 
were the “Peace Line” issue 
and Korean property claims.
